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IT’S PEOPLE WHd COUNT 
Nearly ev ery one k nows about the new 
drugs that control pneumonia and tuber­ 
culosis and the Salk v accine that prev ents 
polio paralysis. 
What most of us generally forget is that 
behind these medical triumphs are people. 
Without sk illed people in the clinics, the 
hospitals and the research laboratories, the 
fight against disease could not go on. 
Despite our recent adv ances in medical 
science, there is a growing shortage of these 
trained disease fighters. We need ov er 100,- 
000 more nurses, physical and occupational 
therapists, medical social work ers, doctors 
and experts all down the line from clinical 
practice to laboratory research. 
To fill this gap in medical manpower, 
The National Foundation has just an­ 
nounced the most impressiv e plan for 
health scholarships in our history. 
The 
National 
Foundation, 
originally 
k nown as the National Foundation for In­ 
fantile Paralysis, is the v oluntary health 
organization that runs the March of Dimes, 
gav e patient aid to some 325,000 polio v ic­ 
tims, financed the Salk v accine and edu­ 
cated 7 0 million Americans to use it as pro­ 
tection against polio paralysis. It is now 
expanding its scope to include, besides 
polio, America’s No. 1 crippler—arthritis— 
and the nation’s unmet childhood prob­ 
lem—birth defects. 
Ov er the next 10 yeai*s The National 
Foundation proposes to set aside $12 mil­ 
lion in March of Dimes funds to help 505 
students each year get college training in 
the health professions. 
E a c h scholarship 
will pay $500 a year for four years. The 
National Foundation’s 3,100 chapters will 
select from each state fiv e to 25 students 
a year, depending on population. 
Through this scholarship plan, The Na­ 
tional Foundation is putting the emphasis 
for winning the health battle back on peo­ 
ple. And it’s people who count.

college, pondering what career to pursue. 
If a friend suggested that he become a 
black smith, you’d probably think he was 
teched in the haid. 
You’d be wrong. 
Although the v illage smithy no longer 
stands under the spreading chestnut tree, 
there’s many a smithy in many a big city. 
And the smith, a mighty man is he with 
a paycheck that can total as much as $20,- 
000 a year. So says the Wall Street Jour­ 
nal in a recent surv ey. 
Where 
does 
today’s 
black smith 
got 
horses to shoe? Why, at the big race track s 
throughout the country for onei But there 
are plenty of other sources of work . True, 
the Army no longer needs farriers as it did 
in the old cav alry and horse artillery days. 
But there are some 3,500,(XX) horses and 
mules in this country and they all need 
shoes. And liv ery stables hold some 250,000 
riding hoi-ses. 
Today your aspiring black smith needn’t 
serv e a long, poorly paid apprenticeship to 
some master horseshoer. He can learn the 
trade in college—Michigan State, Cornell 
and Caltech all hav e horseshoeing courses. 
Once qualified, your nov ice black smith 
hies himself to the ctiy and hopes to join 
the v ery tight International Union of Jour­ 
neymen Horseshoers. It has about 250 
members and there are about 20 openings 
a year for new smiths. So comi>etition 
among the nov ices for the journeyman’s 
rating is k een. 
From the abov e, it can be seen that a 
young man considering a black smith’s 
career is not necessarily teched in the haid.

THE OT1IEK GENERATION 


In the v arious discussion* of our times, it is 
too often forgotten that while it is jiossible to in­ 
herit p rop erty, it is not possible to inherit intel­ 
ligence. Prop el 
m anners can be handed down 
from generation to generation, but not character 
which i* a noble quality of p ersonality inherent in 
an indiv idual. 
Thus, one wonders why so few' constructiv e 
giants ap p ear today among our great industrial­ 
ists or bank ers. The answer p erhap s is* best giv en 
by Professor Pitirim A. Sorok in, who said: 
"W hen . . . the builders of the great indus­ 
trial and financial empires 
the Rothchilds and 
Morgans, the Rock efeller« and Fords, the Car- 
negies and Cecil Rhodeses 
were amassing huge 
fortunes, they w ere entitled to them : they were 
risk ing their fortunes and liv es in carv ing em ­ 
pires out Of the wilderness. The managerial aris­ 
tocracy of p resent-day corp orations are in the 
position of the decadent descendants of a full- 
blooded political aristocracy; they retain and ev en 
augm ent all the priv ileges of their forefathers 
without rendering a com p arable serv ice to so­ 
ciety. . . . ” 
But the great minds that carv ed out these 
enormous industrial states, in ou r country and in 
others, aie not dr ad. They are div erted to other 
lask s. First of all, they are different k inds of men. 
Let n« put them into two categories for con­ 
v enience: 
1. The first group consists of an altogether new 
type of hum an being who is forming a new; type 
of national state. N asser might be tak en as an 
examp le hut 1horo are sev eral. He employs the 
arts of political persuasion with great sk ill; he 
seizes the p ower of gov ernment and employs it 
as ruthlessly as Rock efeller built his oil emp ire 
not only to hold it but a mak e it an imp regnable 
emp ire of wealth and power. Stalin did that; H it­ 
ler and Mussolini tried to; Trujillo succeeded; 
Peron failed. 
It is the new m ov em ent of power from the 
emp ires to the nationalities, from colonialism to 
dictatorship s. We denounced H itler for his dic­ 
tatorial obscenities but since his defeat, the world 
has filled with m any obsqene dictators, creatures 
who sp eak of people’s rights, people’s democracies, 
people’s republics, but whose sole interest is p re­ 
serv ing p ower for themselv es and increasing the 
p ower they preserv e. 
2. The second group of adv enturesom e .human 
beings consists of those who, work ing in the realm 
of science and reason, are discov ering the hitherto 
hidden laws of nature and are m ak ing those laws 
av ailable to mank ind. No one can now foretell 
what the ultim ate v alue of their w'ork will be. 
We k now' that against heartbreak ing odds, Ad­ 
miral Hym an Rick ov er dev eloped a submarine 
which opened a new p assage under the N orth 
Pole and fu rther shortened distance. 
Ev en if we think only in term s of war. this is 
an achiev ement of m ajor significance because it 
mak es the surface ship useless and changes the 
nature of war. It m ak es G reat Britain a p art of 
the American continent, defensible by the United 
States w ithout touching Europ ean or African soil. 
It plays a great role in p utting an end to the 
American need for bases in Europ e and Africa 
and therefore lessens our dependence upon na­ 
tions on those continents which heretofore hav e 
p erm itted their sonse of power to commit acts 
close to international black mail. If the United 
States had a large fleet of Nautilus-typ o sub­ 
marines, it would hav e no cause, to fear Sov iet 
Russia, unless Sov iet Russia had a similar fleet. 
Also our work with missiles is producing a 
total change not only in the logistics of w ar but 
in the logic of international relations. We can now 
fire a shot anyw here in the Sov iet Univ ersal State. 
Ev en if we assum e that Sov iet Russia can fire a 
shot, anywhere in the United States, we k now' 
that we can strik e back quick ly. In fact, it is pos­ 
sible that we might ev en strik e first. Therefore, 
if any country wishes to m ak e w ar on the nations 
of W estern civ ilization, it must recognize that it 
will bi> a w ar*of retaliation and that it will be 
fought no m a tte r how’ much of W estern territory 
is dev astated. 
If this reasoning is correct, we may hav e 
found the road to peace by the div erse process of 
being absolutely ready for the most dev astating 
w ar in our history. The v ery existence of this 
condition is bound to alter our civ ilisation in 
many respects because until all sides hav e ceased 
to p rep are for war, the controls of gov ernment 
ov er man must increase.

St. Vitus Dance Is Strange 


Malady Attacking Yo ung

St. Vitus dance, or chorea, is a curious dis­ 
order about which much still has to be learned. 
A family ‘ ndency to the disease is fairly com­ 
mon. 
Unusually bright children and those with a 
•‘highly-strung” nerv ous system ap p ear to be p ar­ 
ticularly susceptible. 
It is probably related in 
some way to rheum atic fev er, though how has not 
yet been explained. 
The disease is somewhat more frequent in 
girls than in boys and affects principally those 
between fiv e and 15 years of age. 
Some childien 
w ith early signs of chorea do not ap p ear to be ill 
but m erelv more aw k w ard than usual. 
They aie 
often scolded by their p arents or teachers for 
drop p ing things and showing other signs of poor 
m uscular control w ithout realizing tha t it is ill­ 
ness and not intention which is responsible. 
In mild cases, the general health is good, the 
muscles tw itch only slightly and the speech and 
m ental functions are not disturbed. 
Children witn 
mild chorea frequently complain of tatigue. 
Emotional disturbances, such as easy crying 
and nightm ares, are often p resent. 
When the 
hands are held straight out int front with the 
fingers spread, the jerk y irregular mov ements or 
the muscles are characteristic and can be easily 
recognized by the experienced physician. 
In the sev ere form ol the disease, the mov e­ 
m ents inv olv e a lot of muscles and the youngster 
may not ev en be able to eat or undress w ithout 
help. 
Sometimes the speech is affected and a 
child may not be able to talk at all for sev eial 
days. 
, . 
The worst tv pe of chorea is the maniacal form, 
which is, fortunately, v ery rare. 
Here, in addi­ 
tion to the m uscular mov ements, there are sev ere 
mental symp toms which last for week s. 
Diagnosis is not too difficult if the possibility 
of chorea is considered. 
It is im p ortant to try 
to tell w hether the chorea is of the k ind asso- 
ciated with rheum atic fev er or not, because this 
may hav e a bearing on treatm ent. 
Diet and long bed rest, sim ilar to that which 
is giv en for rheum atic fev er, are the main tre a t­ 
ments for chorea. 
Because chorea inv olv es the 
nerv ous system, sedativ es are usually adv isable. 
The exact cause is still unk nown, though a v irus 
is a lik ely possibility. 
I hope this discussion will ho helpful to Mrs. 
R., who inquired about chorea in connection with 
her 10-year-old son, 
Mr. T., who also ask s about it, says that his 
Wife shak es her head from side to side when she 
is doing something and he has noticed her shoul­ 
ders shak ing sometimes when she watches TV. 
In this instance the trouble is probably not St. 
Vitus dance,

Irv ing Iv es of the 19 58 
reform measure, believ es reform 
should hav e top priority among 
the v arious m ajor labor issues 
due for consideration in the new 
session. 
Already he has conferred at 
length wtih k ey people inv olv ed 
in the drafting of a new bill. 
This work will go forward with 
maximum disp atch between now 
and the holidays. 
O N E OF K ENN ED Y ’S prime 
hope« is to find new Republican 
co-sponsorship to replace Iv es. It 
is expected that someone may 
come forward from among those 
who 
1 >ack ed 
the 
original 
bill. 
Possibilities 
are 
Sen. 
Thom as 
K uchel of California and Sen. 
John S herm an Cooper of K en­ 
tuck y. 
W hen the 19 59 draft bill is 
ready, it will trav el a circuit of 
some 100 leaders, of labor, busi­ 
ness and the academic world for 
study and criticism. 
The hope is that this early ex­ 
p osure to winds from all direc­ 
tions will lead to the ham m ering 
out of legislation tha t can find 
general accep tance. 
The Kennedy-Iv es bill swep t 
through the Senate, but died a 


lingering death 
in the House, 
p artly as result of heav y organ­ 
ized business opposition. 


HOW MUCH O F THAT same 
opposition 
might be 
m ustered 
again in 19 59 isn’t clear at the 
m om ent. 
Basically, the reform bill calls 
for full disclosure of union fi­ 
nancial affairs, p rov ides heav y 
p enalties for theft or for de­ 
struction of union records, and 
sets up rules for urtion elections 
designed to assure dem ocracy in 
labor organizations. 
In the interests of m utuality, 
it also dem ands certain finan­ 
cial 
disclosures 
of 
employers. 
This fea tu re is distinctly unp al­ 
atable to business. 
A fter 
the 
D em ocratic land­ 
slide in Nov ember, the re was 
m uch 
sp eculation 
tha t 
labor’s 
top leadership would in the new 
session seek to soft-p edal reform 
and p ush instead for big changes 
in the controv ersial T aft-H art- 
ley Act and for higher m inim um 
wages. 
K ENN ED Y BELIEVES, how­ 
ev er, 
tha t 
labor loaders 
who 
gav e their blessing to the Ken- 
nedy-Iv es 
m easure 
will 
also 
stand behind the r\ew bill. And 
though many D em ocratic sena­ 
tors 
and 
rep resentativ es, 
new’ 
and old, seem to hav e a heav y 
j election debt owing to labor, he 
believ es most m em bers of the 
p arty in Congress will sup p ort 
reform next year.

The decree issued in Georgia 
is not based on the so-called 
“right to w ork ” law’ of the state 
of Georgia but on* the federal 
constitution and p articularly on 
the federal law gov erning col­ 
lectiv e 
bargaining on common 
carriers. 
The facts in the case were 
“stip ulated” in adv ance by both 
sides, so there is no question

purposes. The issue of w'hether 
this v iolated the F ederal C or­ 
rup t Practices Act, which p ro­ 
hibits labor unions and corp ora­ 
tions from contributing to poli­ 
tical —cam p aigas for the eiec^ 
tion of federal officials, was not 
inv olv ed in the case.

The fundam ental issue is real­ 
ly compulsory unionization. The 
socalled ‘‘right to w ork ” laws 
hav e been mischiev ously m isrep ­ 
resented as being a m ethod of 
“busting” unions or of p rohibit­

bargaining. 
The 
tru th is that federal laws p rotect 
collectiv e bargaining and the un­ 
ionized shop in which a m ajority 
of employes belong to a union. 
The words “union shop,” as used 
nowadays 
in 
labor 
parlance, 
m ean an all-union shop, and this 
prov ides that 
anyone who re ­ 
fuses to belong to the union or 
pay dues has to be fired by the 
employer. The w ork er may hav e 
conscientious objections to join­ 
ing a labor union but he m ust do 
so or, if he doesn’t join, he m ust 
submit to a tax— the p aym ent of 
the expenses of the union. He 
giv es up his right to bargain as 
an indiv idual and, under "union 
shop ” agreements, he m ust pay 
a p enalty besides in the form of 
dues assessments.

Reco rdings Po int 
To Ex -Members 
As Cult Bo mbers 


CHATSWORTH, Calif. (AP) — 
Tape recordings discovered near 
the * dynamited wreckage of the 
Fountain of thé World monastery 
point to two former cult m em ­ 
bers as the bombers, police say. 
Nine persons, possibly 
10, were

Detectives said the blast appar­ 
ently was touched off by Ralph 
Muller, 33, and Peter Kamenoff, 
42, both of Joshua Tree, Calif. 
Angry at Leader 
Tape recordings made by the 
pair the night before the dyna­ 
miting indicate they were angry 
at the leader of the cult, Krishna 
Venta, and wanted to “ bring him 
to justice,’’ officers said. 
The tapes, an hourlong recital 
of grievances against Krishna’ and 
the cult, also were described as 
farewell messages and detectives 
believe 
the 
men 
deliberately 
blew themselves up. 
Venta, a barefooted, self-styled 
mystic, five of his flock and two 
children were killed -in the explo­ 
sion. One and perhaps two other 
bodies have also been recovered. 
The violent explosion and the fire 
that followed made identification 
nearly impossible. 
Details Not Known 
Muller and Kamenoff were seen 
in an argument with Venta about 
an hour before the blast. Details 
of the quarrel were not known. 
The tape recordings were found 
in Muller’s pickup truck, parked 
near the cult’s 29 -aere colony in 
Box Canyon, about 30 miles north­ 
west of Los Angeles. 
Sought » Justice 
After listening to them, officers 
pieced together this story: 
Muller and Kamenoff left their 
desert home in Joshua Tree — 
about 315 miles east of Los Ange­ 
les — picked up 20 sticks of-dyna­ 
mite 
and

drove to the cult area. 
They registered at a motel in 
nearby Tarzana. set up their re­ 
corder and taped their last words.
